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Two additional AHS teachers 
would make a difference

Two more teaching positions at Andover 
High could mean fewer first-day scheduling 
woes for students. The addition of two teach- 
ing positions approved by the School Com- 
mittee last week, would make a big difference 
for at least 28 students who still have to add a 
social studies class due to the elimination of 
a course this fall. 

A social studies teacher and math/science 
teacher would enable administrators to staff 
eight classes with additional sections and 
create a Model United Nations class. 

Model U.N. wasn’t scheduled this fall due 
to budget and staffing cuts. The social studies 
position at the high school was eliminated in 
the final round of budget cuts last spring. 

Reinstatement of the $28,000-social studies 
position this fall would enable three courses 
to add another section: Odyssey, world civi- 
lization and modern America, plus re-sched- 
we the model United Nations course that 
was dropped. 

The full-time $30,000 -math/science posi- 
tion would cover a permanent substitute sci- 
ence position not filled this fall, plus a math 
position, vacant due to a retirement. 

The two high school positions along with a 
systemwide, $15,000 -half-time adaptive phys- 
ical education position also approved by the 


committee would cost approximately $73,000, 
according to figures from Francis Paul, assis- 
tant superintendent of school operations. 
The money could come from a $126,000 con- 
tingency fund available to the committee, 
said Mr. Paul. 

Further rescheduling may be necessary. 
Recent financial information provided by 
the state’s revenue department anticipates 
local aid lower than the level funding that 
was predicted. Local tax receipts are down, 
which could also impact the amount of mon- 
ey to fund schools, said Mr. Paul. 

The addition of the math/science teacher 
would also free up one class period for sci- 
ence teacher Robert King to advise the high 
school’s community service program. AC- 
SES, Andover Community Service Education 
System, was named by the Jefferson Forum 
as being one of the two best programs in the 
state. The Jefferson Forum is a non-profit or- 
ganization that encourages, supports school 
base community service programs. 

Hiring teachers to fill these positions ap- 
proved by the school-is an agenda item for 
the committee’s meeting Wednesday night, 
Aug. 22, after the Townsman’s press time. 
Hiring teachers for these positions may be 
delayed or postponed indefinitely until fur- 
ther information on funding can be obtained. 


Dental group honors local water plant 


The Massachusetts Dental Society hon- 
ored the Andover Water Treatment Plant for 
its efforts during 1989 to maintain optimal 
fluoride levels in its water system. It was one 
of six systems honored. 

“We are particularly proud of these award 
recipients for their outstanding efforts on 
behalf of dental health,” said Dr. David 
Tesini, chairman of the Council on Dental 
Health and Health Planning, who presented 
the awards during the society’s annual meet- 
ing. 

Approximately 3.6 million Massachusetts 
residents in 113 cities and towns benefit from 
fluoridated water, Dr. Tesini_ said. 
Fluoridation has been proved to reduce tooth 
decay in children and adults, he said. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health estimates fluoridation prevents more 
than two million cavities annually in these 
communities, saving more than $50 million 
annually in potential dental bills. 

In order to maintain these results, it is 
necessary for communities to fluoridate at 
the optimal level of one part of fluoride for 
every million parts (ppm) of water, Dr. Tesini 


said. The Massachusetts Department of 


Public Health monitors fluoride levels. The 
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current statewide average is .98 ppm. The six 
award recipients maintained 1 ppm through- 
out 1989.

“This should enable them to better 
understand the geography, geology and 
history of the Merrimack River,” said Dr. 
Kelley, who explains that it travels through 
two states and involves numerous urban and 
suburban communities along its course. 

“Lowell's entire textile industry was 
based on the structure of the river,”’ she 
continued. “Clearly the reason it’s a city and 
not rural is because of the falls which 
supplied water power to the mills,” 

Teachers and students communicate with 
Dr. Kelley via ULowell’s CoSy system, a 
computer network linking the university to 
local schools. They also exchange data with 
children from other schools through the 
system. 

Dr. Kelley’s project is modeled after a 
similar program sponsored by the 
University of Michigan at Ann Arbor in 
which students periodically monitor the 
nearby Rouge River. Their findings were 
significant in several instances. 

On one occasion the students discovered 
an extremely high bacteria count in a 
section of the Rouge. Local water officials 
could not explain these poor test results, An 
investigation revealed an undetected leak in 
a major sewer pipe. 

The children also found the bacteria count 
in a tributary of the Rouge rose sharply after 
rains because of run-off containing animal 
wastes. Since the level climbs higher than is 
safe for swimming, they posted a sign 
warning people of this health hazard. 

Although Dr. Kelley didn’t expect any 
earth-shattering findings along the

“The community gains a permanent data 
base on the river,” she said. “For the 
children, the program will increase the 
awareness of what the river means to them 
and what kind of shape it’s in. It will become 
part of their lives in a much more 
meaningful way.” 

However, Dr. Kelley stresses the project 
may yield good news as well as bad. “We 
always assume tests will show negative 
influences. But in the last 10 to 15 years 
there’s been a lot of effort to clean the 
Merrimack.” 

Preliminary tests last spring showed 
relatively pure water in some spots *)ong the 
river and high bacteria counts }» ther 
locations. For example, Dr. Kelley says 
students may discover water quality is poor 
on one side of the Lowell Regional 
Wastewater Utility treatment plant, but 
improves significantly after processing. 

The students conducted the experiments 
under the supervision of teachers. They will 
test the pH level, bacteria count, turbidity, 
nitrate and phosphate levels, temperature 
and the amount of total solids. Biochemical 
oxygen and dissolved oxygen will also be 
measured. The latter is particularly 
important because fish can’t live if it falls too 
low. 

Testing will be done on the same day to 
avoid fluctuations caused by weather and 
other conditions. But any out-of-the-ordinary 
findings may be followed up or confirmed on 
a later date. 

Dr. Kelley hopes the testing will become 
an annual event.

Merrimack, she believes the rewards are 
great. 

“The community gains a permanent data 
base on the river,” she said. “For the 
children, the program will increase the 
awareness of what the river means to them 
and what kind of shape it’s in. It will become 
part of their lives in a much more 
meaningful way.” 

However, Dr. Kelley stresses the project 
may yield good news as well as bad. “We 
always assume tests will show negative 
influences. But in the last 10 to 15 years 
there’s been a lot of effort to clean the 
Merrimack.” 

Preliminary tests last spring showed 
relatively pure water in some spots along the 
river and high bacteria counts in other 
locations. For example, Dr. Kelley says 
students may discover water quality is poor 
on one side of the Lowell Regional 
Wastewater Utility treatment plant, but 
improves significantly after processing. 

The students conducted the experiments 
under the supervision of teachers. They will 
test the pH level, bacteria count, turbidity, 
nitrate and phosphate levels, temperature 
and the amount of total solids. Biochemical 
oxygen and dissolved oxygen will also be 
measured, The latter is particularly 
important because fish can’t live if it falls too 
low. 

Testing will be done on the same day to 
avoid fluctuations caused by weather and 
other conditions. But any out-of-the-ordinary 
findings may be followed up or confirmed on 
a later date, 

Dr. Kelley hopes the testing will become 
an annual event.

Addison readies walls for fall exhibits 


The Addison Gallery of American 
Art on the Phillips Academy campus 
is getting ready to open three 
exhibits this fall. ; 

A varied grouping, the exhibits 
will put on display color 
photography, art work of animals in 
the Bronx Zoo and large-scale 
drawings. 

Drawn to scale 

To open the season on Friday, Oct. 
5, the Addison will feature large- 
scale drawings by three living 
American artists: Cynthia Carlson, 
Michael Glier and Randy Twaddle. 
Bight galleries in the museum will 
be dedicated to their work in an 
exhibit called “Drawn to Scale.” 

In the last decade, Ms. Carlson has 
been interested in human rituals and 
human memory. She has focused 
creatively on public and private 
memorials, the architectural and 
sculptural forms individuals and 
society create to represent and 
commemorate human life at and 
beyond the grave. 

Ms. Carlson created major 
installations in response to Maya 
Lin's Vietnam Veterans War 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., and 
she also spent considerable time 
contemplating private family 
memorials and statuaries in 
graveyards in Italy and America. 

In 1984, at the invitation of 
Buffalo’s Albright-Knox Gallery, Ms. 
Carlson photographed extensively in 
the city’s Forest Lawn Cemetery, 
paying particular attention to ornate 
and elaborate Victorian tombstones. 
Her ensuing drawings, “The 
Monument Series,” were executed in 
charcoal, bright pastels, gold and 
silver metal leaf. 

The drawings are oversized - 
“larger than life”- rendered on huge 
sheets of unseamed watercolor paper 
as large as 12 feet, 

When Ms. Carlson placed her 
works in processional fashion in the 
Addison’s galleries, the drawings 
make the viewer reconsider 
memorials and their symbolic 
function, said an Addison curator. In 
the process, Ms. Carlson asks her 
viewer to more carefully examine 
age-old philosophies about life and 
death, 


Ms. Carlson lives in New York 
City and teaches at Queens 
University. She received her 
bachelor of fines arts degree from 
the Chicago Art Institute and her 
master of fine arts from the Pratt 
Institute. 

The winner of two National 
Endowment for the Arts fellowships, 
Ms. Carlson has garnered numerous 
awards and public commissions. Her 
work has been shown extensively 
throughout America, and a 10-year 
retrospective of her installations just 
concluded at the Queens Museum. 

Until recently, Mr. Glier lived in 
New York City and created large 
installation drawings inspired from 
photographs and film footage

generated in the mass media. His 
work often focused on momentous 
world events such as funeral 
marches and_anti-anartheid 
demonstrations in South Africa, the 
nuclear catastrophe in Chernobyl] 
and civil warfare in Central 
America. His art often depicted and 
questioned the raw exercise of 
economic, political and military 
power - forces usually held in the 
hands of male authority, the curator 
said. 

Since Mr. Glier and his wife, 
artist Jenny Holzer, moved to New 
England, his work has become more 
autobiographical. He began 
gardening seriously, caring for 
livestock and observing nature’s 
cycles and rhythms in careful detail. 

Premiering in the Addison 


exhibition is a new suite of large 
drawings that merge images from 
Mr. Glier’s new-found life in the 
country. The act of procreation, the 
musculature of powerful steeds, the 
blooming of flowers, the germination 
of seeds, the growth of a child, the 
family dog come to the fore in his 
art. 

Working for the first time with 
charcoal and acrylic washes on 
fiberglass aluminum panels, Mr. 
Glier has fashioned a series of works 
that reflect his sense of wonder at his 
new life in the country and his new 
role as a parent, the curator said. 

Mr. Glier lives in Hoosick, N.Y., 
and teaches at Williams College. He 
received his bachelor of arts degree 
from Williams and his master’s 
degree from Hunter College. He was 
one of 10 artists chosen nationally to 
receive this year’s Awards in the 
Visual Arts. 

He previously held a visual arts 
fellowship from the National 
Endowment for the Arts. Mr. Glier 
has published artists’ books and 
exhibited his work widely. He has 
been commissioned to produce 
major installations for New York’s 
Museum of Modern Art, the La Jolla 
Museum of Contemporary Art, the 
Washington Project for the Arts and 
other museums and art centers. 

Mr. Twaddle has been exploring 
the constructive and distinctive 
efforts of technology for almost a 
decade, His bold charcoal drawings 
are sequenced images and panels of 
ideas and concerns juxtaposed for 
multiple interpretations. 

Recently, Mr. Twaddle began to 
pack his drawings with greater 
density, creating subtle ghost images 
that float behind his surface 
iconography. The dominant images 
in the drawings are the brash 
technological elements, and his new 
more fragile images seem to be 
direct observations in nature. 

In this exhibition Mr. Twaddle 
will show seven large new drawings 
as a installation. The strongest 
images in these drawings are always 
utility poles, outfitted with 
transformers and wiring that branch

In living color 

The Addison will also hang an exhibit 
called “William Eggleston Portfolios: Color 
Photography from the Permanent 
Collection.” 

Mr. Eggleston's portfolios were acquired 
by the Addison Gallery this year, said James 
L. Sheldon, the gallery’s curator of 
photography. “Their acquisition is a 
testament to the acceptance and 
appreciation of this artist’s work in recent 
years,” he said. 

Mr. Sheldon said the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York created a stir when it 
exhibited Mr. Eggleston’s photos in 1976. 
“The validity of his photographs as art were 
in question since they were in color,” the 
curator said. “That argument has now been 
resoundingly resolved, in part because color 
processes are technically improved, in part 
because artists today have an enhanced 
understanding of the medium.” 

Mr. Eggleston was the first photographer 
to take color photography seriously, 
according to Mr. Sheldon. “He investigated 
the medium and then proceeded to make one

of the most interesting bodies of work in 
contemporary photography,” he said. 

While part of the controversy at the 
Museum of Modern Art involved the issue of 
color, the questions about Mr. Eggleston’s 
work were broader, resting with the 
disturbing qualities in his images. Initially, 
the images seem to be mere snapshots of 
objects, places and people, taken almost 
accidentally. But there is a psychological 
edge to the work. 

“It gets inside the viewer and feels 
uncomfortable until one realizes the beauty 
and truth the artist is seeking,” Mr. Sheldon 
said. 

Mr. Eggleston focuses on the South. For 
Northern eyes, the embracing view of where 
he lives and travels, in and around Memphis, 
is like visiting a foreign country. Through 
the camera’s eye, he both fabricates and 
inhabits this world. 

The two portfolios on exhibition are 
compilations selected by Mr. Eggleston 
himself, a rare occurrence in a 
contemporary art market where often 
portfolios are marketing tools, Mr. Sheldon 
said. 

Fourteen pictures, published in December 
1974, forin a group of early work particular 
for its unique view of the landscape and 
architecture of the South. The second 
portfolio, “Troubled Waters,” consists of 15 
dye transfer color photographs published in 
September 1980 by Caldecott Chubb of New 
York. It shows Mr. Eggleston’s view of a 
world bubbling with foreboding and 
mystery. 

From Ash Cans to zoo cages 

The third exhibit, “George B. Luks - 
Bronx Park, May 8,1904,” features 33 study 
drawings of animals in the Bronx Zoo. 

Mr. Luks (1867-1933) spent his early 
artistic career as a newspaper illustrator, a 
profession ideally suited to his quick style 
and social interests. 

Born in Williamsport, Pa., Mr, Luks’ 
independent temperament found the 
strictures of academia difficult, and his 
artistic training was gained through travel 
and exposure to European masters in 
Germany, Paris and London in the late 1880s

GOP candidates do some stumping

More Republicans had better show up at 
the polls this fall than the number that made 
it to the Andover Republican Town 
Committee Candidates Night last 
Wednesday, Aug. 15. 

Only about a dozen people attended the 
meeting, barely outnumbering the 
candidates who either showed up or were 
represented, in the town office building. 

Alba Castillo, candidate for the 2nd 
Essex and Middlesex seat in the 
Massachusetts Senate, spoke to the group.

She called for cutting bonus pay for 
chairpeople serving on different committees 
in the Legislature, reducing the number of 
people on welfare — a number she said 
totaled 16,000 in Lawrence - and 
restructuring state government. 

“We have to examine every single 
program, every single department. We have 
to restructure,” Ms. Castillo said. 

“IT don’t tolerate waste,” she said. “I love 
firing people that don’t do their job. I enjoy 
lt"? 

Not surprisingly, Ms. Castillo blamed the 
current legislators, including Ms. McGovern, 
for the current fiscal problems. She asked 
the voters to go with her to the Statehouse. 

“Do you think we'll find dead wood? We 
can probably have a bonfire,” Ms. Castillo 
said. 

Bob Manning, one 
of three Andover resi- 
dents challenging Sue 
Tucker, D-Andover, for 
the 17th Essex seat in 
the state House of Rep- 
resentatives, appealed 
to the Republicans to 
show party spirit. 

“If we are going to 
win this election we are 
going to need a unified 
effort after the prima- 
ry,” Mr. Manning said.

But she makes no excuses for her 
change of flags. 

Ms, Castillo was happy to make time 
for an interview last week in her office 
at 386 Common St. in Lawrence. The 
office is two small rooms on the street 
level next door to the court house. 

Moving from the reception area to 
her office, Ms. Castillo made sure to 
point out Rosabel Flores, the 21-year- 
old, Hispanic receptionist. She is single 
and has a child, Ms. Castillo pointed 
out, 

Something moved in a cardboard 
box on the floor beside Ms. Castillo’s 
desk. A 7-week-old Yorkshire terrier 
named “uJ,” a gift from a friend, shift- 
ed in his makeshift bed. The friend said 
JJ would keep Ms, Castillo company 
during the long hours of campaigning. 

She gave JJ a comforting pat and as 
she nestled him back into his box, Ms. 
Castillo agreed to put off the political 
issues for the moment and discuss her 
background, 

Born in Honduras 

Born Alba Viana in Honduras, 
Central America, Ms. Castillo and her 
brother, Renardo, first arrived in the 
United States in 1964 when their moth- 
er came to New York for surgery. 

“We came like any other immigrant 
family to New York City,” Ms. Castillo 
says, 

Her father, Max Viana, was a gov- 
ernment consul in Honduras, Although 
her parents were divorced, her father 
remained a strong support for Ms. 
Castillo until his death last year at 88. 

“T admired him quite a bit.” she said. 
“I’ve never been back to Honduras. 
That’s the only sorrow that I have,” 

Ms. Castillo was 16 when she arrived 
in New York. 

“T couldn't speak any English at all,” 
she says. “I took my first English class- 
es at Thomas Jefferson High School,” 
in New York, 

The options for immigrant women 
in New York in the 1960s were some- 
what limited, according to Ms.Castillo. 
Her ethnic culture also had its norms. 

“Young females with a background 
like mine end up pregnant and at 
home,” Ms.Castillo said. 

Her mother and an uncle had 
arranged her marriage to a cousin. 

“In those times you either got mar- 
ried and had a lot of kids or got a facto- 
ry job,” she says, 

But this was a time when her father 
provided the support she needed. In 
their many telephone calls her father 
convinced her that it was not abnormal 
for her to want a career, and not to set- 
tle down. 

So she refused the marriage, went 
out on her own and found a job for $65 a 
week at an import-export company, “I 
had to memorize the interview,” she 
says. “I had one year of English at the 
time. 

“One of the things I do is work with 
young females to help them break the 
cultural barrier,” she says. 

“T like to be able to carry the mes- 


sage to the youths, female youths in 
particular, the fact that they’ve got to 
realize they do have potential and there 
are other choices as long as they are 
willing to give it some dedication 
before they become mothers.” 

So Ms.Castillo went to school at 
night, traveling a little bit and carrying 
on her father’s interest in politics, 

In 1968 she went to Chicago and 
eventually took a job at Roosevelt 
University. There she took classes 
while working as a student adviser and 
with teen-age parents. 

She wanted to get more serious 
about school and work, but found 
Chicago under Mayor Daley difficult. 

“It was a very oppressive setting for 
a young woman,” she says. 

“That’s when I transferred to 
Massachusetts and obtained a job at 
Beth Israel Hospital in Brookline,” 

She worked as an administrative 
assistant to the purchasing director 
processing purchase orders. One task 
she took on was drafting a purchasing 
manual. : 

“Right there I started my budgeting 
experience,” she said. “It was a very 
challenging position.” 

She went to school nights at Salem 
State College starting in 1970. It was 
there that she met one of her mentors, 
professor William Dolan, who Ms. 
Castillo says impressed social values 
on her. She worked as purchasing 
supervisor for University Hospital in 
Boston in 1974, the same year she 
became a naturalized U.S. citizen and 
earned her right to vote. 

Then she married Michael L. 
Mooney and moved to Lynn to raise his 
six children, ranging from 5 to 14. 

Raising six children and going to 
school at the same time was a 
formidable task, but in 1978 Ms. 
Castillo graduated summa cum laude 
from Salem State with a bachelor’s 
degree in political science. 

“T always pushed education, a lot of 
education,” she says, “I went to Salem 
State because that’s all I could afford at 
the time. I would have loved to go to 
Harvard.” 

Ms. Castillo continued her studies at 
Suffolk University Law School in 
Boston, working as a court interpreter 
and raising dogs in order to buy her 
law books. 

In 1980 she did a summer internship 
working on investigations in the 
Medicaid fraud unit, for Francis X. 
Bellotti, then attorney general. 

“At the time I was a Democrat,” she 
says. “What I learned there was inves- 
tigative techniques,” 

A big event during her first year at 
Suffolk was being named the best oral 
advocate in the moot court competi- 
tion, 

“That means a great deal to me. It 
was a great pride for me because I 
thought, ‘I can do it, I can communi- 
cate, I can perform,” she says. 

Ethnic people feel that accent is a 
big negative, Ms. Castillo says. 

In September of 1980 Ms,Castillo 
managed to get appointed to the 
Massachusetts Defenders Committee to 


become a public defender while still a 
student. 

She graduated from Suffolk in the 
spring of 1981 with the degree of juris 
doctor and passed the Massachusetts 
bar exam the same year on her first try. 

She became president of the Lynn 
League of Women Voters. 

As a new practicing lawyer, Ms. 
Castillo says she was a little bit naive. 

“You are somewhat naive in that 
you don’t realize that one case in court 
is not going to change anything,” she 
says of her early days. 

One case she refers to as her “$2.74 
case” involved a refugee who had no 
identification papers, who spent a 
month in jail for stealing a steak. 

She believes in helping those in 
need, like her refugee client. But she 
doesn’t believe in standing for abuse of 
the system. Ms, Castillo acknowledges 
the need for welfare programs, but says 
people are taking advantage of them. 

“The needy should have the help. 
We have to take care of our needy. We 
have to take care of our old. But not the 
fraudulent people,” she says. 

She advocates helping those in 
immediate need and providing train- 
ing programs for others. 

“In the present administration, what 
is done is give, give, give. And we can't 
afford it anymore,” she says. “That is 
not compassion. That is negligence and 
abuse to human nature. 

“Tm a strong believer in, ‘Don’t give 
me the bread, but teach me how to 
make that bread,” she says. “I proudly 
say that I never had to take a piece of 
bread from anybody. I learned to make 
my own bread. 

“T lived on $5 a week sometimes,” 
she says. “There were lean days. But 
that is the greatest source of charac- 
ter.” 

Ms, Castillo first opened a private 
practice in 1982 in Lynn, but her mar- 
riage fell apart over two or three hard 
years. She remains friends with Mr. 
Mooney and the children keep in 
touch. The youngest still calls her 
Mom. 

“If anyone’s to blame I would say it 
was me because I was growing and 
changing,” she says. 

First party change 

In 1985 Ms. Castillo saw Lynn as a 

city in trouble under Mayor Antonio 


‘ Morino, a Democrat. 


“T believe Mayor Marino was com- 
placent,” she says. “The administra- 
tion was doing nothing while the city 
was falling apart.” 

She decided to back Republican 
Alexander Tennant for mayor because 
the city needed a change. She resigned 
from the League of Women Voters a 
year before the election. 

“At the time I wasn’t really con- 
cerned about party affiliation. I was 
concerned with the constructive 
change that had to be made in the city 
of Lynn,” Ms. Castillo says, 

She was convinced Mr, Tennant 
would make the changes needed 
because he was a believer in education, 
according to Ms, Castillo. 

“The only way to beat the odds is 


through education,” she says. 

She started her organization with 
three people and ended up with 1,200. 

“Mostly Democrats,” she says. 

Party cross-overs proved to be 
Mayor Marino's undoing. Mr. Tennant 
won the Republican primary. In the 
end, Democrat Albert DiVirgilio beat 
Mr. Tennant, but Ms. Castillo still con- 
sidered it a victory because Mayor 
Marino was knocked out of office. 

In the meantime, her law practice 
was expanding. She had an office in 
Lynn but had developed a large busi- 
ness in Lawrence, where she had her 
first criminal trial. Her then boyfriend 
and now husband, Victor Castillo, 
lived in Lawrence. 

“Since about 1984 I physically lived 
here,” she says. “Finally I got (office) 
space four or five years ago.” 

She married for the second time in 
1988 and six months later bought eight 
insurance agencies, four in Lawrence, 
two in Lowell and one each in Malden 
and Chelsea. She also bought two trav- 
el agencies, one in Lowell and one in 
Lawrence. 

All this while she continues to oper- 
ate legal practices in Lawrence and 
Lynn. 

The businesses were on the brink of 
bankruptcy when she bought them, 
according to Ms. Castillo, who rescued 
them, “If anyone within my business 
takes $10, I know within four hours.” 

The biggest decision she had to 
make in deciding to run for the Senate 
seat was having to put the breaks on 
new business ventures. 

“Business-wise it was not a sound 
decision. Business needs all my atten- 
tion. It needs my care and my nurtur- 
ing,” she says. 

She says it would be easier in busi- 
ness to earn the $30,000 she would be 
paid as a senator. 

But she says her strength is in set- 
ting up systems that work and she is 
confident her businesses can with- 
stand the neglect they may suffer dur- 
ing the campaign and her time in office 
should her bid be successful. 

“I’m doing this basically because 
everyday, with the budget crisis, I 
would become concerned and insulted. 
Because everyday the small business 
persons are getting strangled by the 
present tax increases. Actually stran- 
gled. Walk down Essex Street. It’s 
becoming a ghost town,” she says. 

“Somehow we think we have to be 
politicians to go to the Statehouse,” she 
says. “I want to eliminate politicians 
and I want to replace them with people 
that know what they are doing, 

“You cannot make politics a career, 
because then what becomes jeopar- 
dized is the interest of the people,” she 
continues, “It becomes a club of who 
can do what for who, rather than for 
the people. 

“IT don’t want to be a career politi- 
cian. I want to be able to go in there, do 
the best I can and get out because I like 
my business, 

“IT worked to become an attorney. It’s 
not like I inherited it. And now. 1 want 
to be a state senator,”

Time to talk 
budget cuts

Tighten your belts, begin to bash 
away at your expectations. Andover, 
along with all other communities in 
the state, will most certainly have to 
cut much out of its budget. 

The state's at it again, coming up 
with less in state aid than expected. 

In addition, collection of taxes in 
Andover reflects the depressed econo- 
my. The town collects approximately 
$37 million in property taxes. Most 
years, Andover collects 98 or 99 per- 
cent of taxes due, but this year, collec- 
tion is off by 2 or 8 percent. That comes 
out to something like $1 million. That's 
a lot of money. And a lot of services. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
has advised the School Committee to 
“be very cautious,” and he’s told the 
committee “to prudently cap off hiring 
school personnel.” 

At the same time, Mr, Stapezynski 
says that both the state and local finan- 
cial picture could change in favor of 
the town and schools. That is not like- 


Also unlikely would be an override 
of Proposition 2 1/2. It just would not 
fly at this time when people are unem- 
ployed, unable to pay their bills and in 
some cases, losing their businesses 
and houses. 

Times are hard and we might as well 
get used to that in Andover. It will hurt 
especially in the schools, which con- 
sume the largest piece of the town bud- 
get pie. Most of the pie pieces will be 
smaller this year, but the schools will 
hurt the most. 

Andres Salazar, chairman of the 
School Committee, says he’s lost faith 
in the state. And he and committee 
member Richard Hubbell point out 
that it is difficult to make cuts right 
now, when we don't know what the 
final numbers are. 

There’s a working session of the 
Board of Selectmen, the School 
Committee and the Finance 
Committee Monday, Aug. 27, after a 
7:30 p.m. public hearing on selling 
liquor on Sundays.

Approximately two decades ago, 
before it was fashionable in any sense 
of the word, Andover High varsity 
hockey coach Charlie Vars accom- 
plished the near-impossible by putting 
together a dual-focused trip to Russia. 

Combining athletics and education 
into one impressive package, the 
Andover group swept through the 
Soviet Union and several eastern and 
western European countries both as 
competitors and sightseers, 

The experience was invaluable for 
both the young men and adults 
involved, although the hockey games 
were complete mismatches as the 
Russians threw the equivalent of their 
top two Olympic teams against a band 
of fuzzy-cheeked 16- and 17-year old 
high schoolers whose varsity program 
was still in its infant stages, 

The on-the-ice results were pre- 
dictable, with one game against the 
Soviet Red Army team ending in a 29-1 
Andover loss. The Russians fired 103 
shots on the beleaguered Andover 
goaltender in 60 minutes, and he some- 
how managed to stop 74 of them. 

Much has happened over the past 20 
years to change Soviet-American ath- 
letic and political relations. 

But it’s still news when a group of 
kids, weaned on Eastern culture and 
pop-rock democracy, travel to Moscow 
to battle the stricter, more disciplined 
socialists. 

Brian Lane of Andover was fortu- 
nate enough to be a part of one such 
aggregation, dubbed the U.S Pro-Am 
All-Stars, who went to the U.S.S.R.

Brian noticed several things about the 
Russian style of play that impressed him, all 
traits the Soviets have been noted for in 
Canada Cup, Olympic and World 
Championship play.

They’re quick, they do a lot of criss-crossing 
in the lanes, and there are a lot of one-time 
and touch passes.

“On the powerplay they used the umbrella 
Set-up, and many times they were able to find 
the open man for a shot into an open corner 
of the net.” 

There was little socializing between the 
opposing players.

would practice in the morning, but they also 
had some time to do other things. 

“The first day in Moscow we went toa flea 
market, “ said Brian. “We found out they 
love American clothing, It takes about 15 
rubles to make one American dollar, and 
everything is so inexpensive over there.” 

Brian came home with Russian flags, an 
overcoat and some hockey equipment for 
which he bartered. 

“Their (athletic) equipment is terrible, 
though. We couldn’t believe how bad it was,” 

A lot of the traders spoke English and that 
@nade the transactions easier, 

The Americans visited Red Square 
briefly, although they didn’t have time to 
tour the Kremlin, and they also visited the 
Soviet Red Army hockey team’s training 
camp. 

“The guys on that team are up and on the 
ice every morning at 8 o'clock,” said Brian, 
“Then they lift weights, take a break, and go

The D’Addarios, formerly of Andover, 
now of North Andover but thinking of mov- 
ing back here, never expected the club to be 
as successful as it is today. 

“I was never in this to get rich. I just want- 
ed to work for myself,” said 34-year-old Mr, 
D'Addario, formerly an inventory control 
manager at a research and development firm 
in Waltham. 

The idea to open a comedy club north of 
Boston came to him more than 10 years ago. 
He and his friends went to a comedy club in 
Boston one night and he thought he’d like to 
own a similar club some day. 

“I loved to go to comedy clubs, but I hated 
the drive into Boston,” he said. The idea of 
opening a place of his own stayed in the back 
of his head for a long while. He began 
researching what he'd need to pursue the 
venture part time. 

The pursuit became a full-time occupation 
one day six years ago when he had a “loud 
confrontation” with his boss. 

“I got up from my desk and said to him, 
‘This is the last time you'll ever yell at me,’ 
and I quit. After that I guess I began to take 
opening up the club seriously,” Mr. 
D'Addario said of the January 1985 con- 
frontation. 

He remained out of work for more than six 
months while he traveled from bank to bank 
in New England looking for money to finance 
the club. His wife, Peggy, then a land specu- 
lator in Andover, was the family’s main 
breadwinner. 

“We had discussed it many times and she 
told me, ‘OK, let's go do it.’ She really sup- 
ported me every inch of the way,” he said. 

Some members of his family were more 
skeptical than others, but they all gave the 
couple moral and sometimes financial sup- 
port when it was needed. 

Many banks turned down their loan appli- 
cation, They all had the same questions for 
the would-be entrepreneur: What’s a comedy 
club? Where’s Middleton? And finally, Do 
you have any experience? 

Mr. D'Addario had already done research 
into what he’d need to open the club. He 
found that Middleton was a perfect location 
for the club because it’s central to the North 
Shore, which he said didn’t have anything 
closely resembling a comedy nightclub. As 
for experience, he hired people who had 
many years of experience in the restaurant 
and entertainment business. 
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From January 1985 through March of that 
year he received rejection after rejection 
from banks. He applied to more than 300 
banks by the time he finished. The couple re- 
financed their house and actually held a 
garage sale to pay some of their utility bills. 

He finally received some encouraging 
news from the Small Business 
Administration. But, the loan fell through at 
the last minute. He went through the SBA 
appeal process and on the third and final 
appeal he entered the SBA conference room

He didn’t tell anyone at 
first. He waited a day and called the loan offi- 
cer back. He made her repeat the acceptance 
many times and then asked her for a letter of 
confirmation to show his creditors. 

By July of 1985 he had the money and he 
and his wife began working on the Route 114 
location. The building was the previous loca- 
tion of Timberland Restaurant, a country- 
western style eatery and before that Santa’s 
Lookout, a Christmas theme park, 

Mrs. D'Addario sent out more than 1,000 

«letters to celebrities telling them about the 

new club and asking for a photo to hang in 
the club. More than half responded and some 
of the photos are autographed. 

There is a signed photo of former 
President Ronald Reagan as well as photos 
from Johnny Carson, Alan Alda, Bob Hope, 
Smokey Robinson, Steve Martin, Carol 
Burnett, Michey Rooney, Joan Rivers and 
even Captain Kangaroo. 

The club opened Friday, Sept. 13, 1985, just 
as planned. Mr. D’Addario said he isn’t 
superstitious and the idea of opening night 
on Friday the 13th didn’t bother him because 
it was a necessity. 

“The rent was due on September 15th,” he 
said.

500 people were turned away that night. 
Everything was all set, said Mr.

School transportation programs 
were reduced by $67,000 but school con- 
struction was increased by $52,000. 

Mr. Stapcezynski said he and other 
municipal administrators were most 
surprised by the cuts in highway 
funds. Those cuts were perplexing in 
light of the recent gas tax hike, which 
was supposed to make those funds 
available, he said. 

“Needless to say, we were all a little 
surprised when we got this,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

Two items most responsible for 
higher assessments were a $45,000 
increase in the town’s responsibility 
for the Regional Transit Authority, 
(the Weebus), and an $84,000 increase 
in Retired Teachers Health Insurance 
costs. 

But it’s too early to talk about specif- 
ic cuts, according to Mr. Stapezynski. 

“To say that it’s a $470,000 etched in 
stone right town is premature,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

Andres Salazar, School Committee 
chairman, said he has lost confidence 
in the state. 

“In less than a week we go from 
what I think was normal to disaster,” 
he said. “It’s incredible. I have no confi- 
dence at all. 

“Tf the school owns up to responsi- 
bility...it’s going to be a very painful 
experience.” 

School Committee members already 
are talking about a fall town meeting to 
make cuts, according to Mr. Salazar. 

“That's yet another big issue, It was 
a big issue before and probably will be 
again,” Mr. Salazar said. 

“Certainly the people of Andover 
don’t want more cuts because they 
don’t want less services,” said James 
Barenboim, chairman of fhe Board of 
Selectmen, 

“You haven't mentioned a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override, but I’m sure 
that’s what's in the back of your mind,” 


he told Mr. Salazar, who attended 
Monday's selectmen’s meeting. 

But Mr. Barenboim said the fact that 
some people aren't even paying their 
current taxes to the town is evidence 
that people are having hard times and 
probably would not be too eager to 
increase those payments. 

“People can’t afford to eat,” Mr. 
Barenboim said. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
reduced state aid is a long-term prob- 
lem. He predicted the town will have to 
operate without depending on state 
money in the next several years. 

“Capital expenditures may have to 
suffer,” Mr. Silverman said. “There are 
certain things we’re going to have to 


$500,000 in aid promised by the state 
was dedicated to the schools by Town 
Meeting vote. 

Sticking with the 60/40 split, the 
first $500,000 in cuts should come from 
the schools, according to the town man- 
ager. 

“Tt would put them right where I am 
today,” he said, referring to the origi- 
nal budget. 

“My interpretation, and I could be 
wrong, is that if the money didn’t come 
in as expected, then there would be 
adjustments made to the school depart- 
ment budget,” Mr. Stapcezynski said. 
Impact on town services 

“What it means is that the budget 
voted at Town Meeting for the town 


cut out.” 

The Board of Selectmen, the School 
Committee and the Finance Committee 
will conduct a work session on the bud- 
get Monday night, Aug. 27, following a 
public hearing on Sunday liquor sales 
scheduled for 7:30 at town offices. 
Schools pay first 

Mr. Stapezynski said Tuesday that, 
should they become necessary, the first 
$500,000 in cuts should be from the 
schools. 

“In my opinion, that’s the issue right 
there,” Mr, Stapezynski said, 

“There was an additional $500,000 
appropriated for the schools” at June 
Town Meeting, Mr. Stapczynski said 
Tuesday, “I'd say the first cut should 
come out of that.” 

The town manager explained that 
the budget submitted and approved at 
Town Meeting shared the traditional 
60/40 split, the schools getting 60 per- 
cent of the money and the town side 
getting 40 percent. Then an additional 


"side will now be put into place,” Mr. 


Stapezynski said. 

That budget called for cutting 11 
positions from town services, 22 posi- 
tions in all, compared to June of 1989, 
from the town side of the budget. 

The town manager and Tony 
Torrisi, budget and finance director, 
had hoped for an increase in aid and 
revenues of $300,000 to avoid making 
those cuts in services, according to Mr. 
Stapezynski. 

“T was hoping the $500,000 would go 
to the schools and any available funds 
would go to the town for funding vari- 
ous items that had been slated for 
reduction,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

But he reiterated that it is too early 
too talk about specific effects on ser- 
vices, 

Softening the impact 

The town manager said there are a 
couple ways the impact of the cuts 
could be softened. 

Revaluation may change the levy 


limit so that more taxes could be 
raised, Mr. Stapcezynski _ said. 
Revaluation of real estate has been in 
process for several months, according 
to the town manager. 

“We hope to get some numbers by 
the middle of September on that,” he 
said. “It could increase or decrease the 
levy limit.” 

And although confidence in the state 
coming through with more money is 
waning among School Committee 
members and most everyone else, Mr. 
Stapcezynski said there is some hope for 
a reprieve. 

State Rep. Susan Tucker (D- 
Andover) said this week that $16,000 in 
library aid may be restored, according 
to Mr. Stapcezynski. 

There's also a chance the town could 
get money back for the highways. 

“Representative Tucker said that we 
could get another $160,000 back in the 
highway money,” he said. 

Richard Hubbell, School Committee 
member also attending Monday's 
selectmen's meeting, asked Mr. 
Stapezynski what happened to the 
$989,000 the town received in fiscal 1990 
adjustments. Those funds were 
received by the town in July after the 
State Judicial Court found the $210,000 
in state aid withheld by Governor 
Michael Dukakis last year had to be 
distributed to cities and towns, 

“That money went into closing the 
books for fiscal year 1990,” Mr. 
Stapcezynski said. 

Excise taxes, hotel and motel taxes 
and other revenues were less than 
expected, according to the town manag- 
er. 

Mr. Stapezynski told the Board of 
Selectmen that the total delinquent 
taxes have nearly tripled this year, 
from less than 2 percent of the roughly 
$39 million total levy to nearly 5 per- 
cent, or about $1 million. 

“That’s caused us some problems,” 
he said. 


How will state and local cuts affect Andover's schools?

A combination of a 4.8 percent cut in 
state aid, a 7.3 percent increase in 
money owed to the state and a slower- 
than-usual collection of auto excise and 
property taxes are anticipated to put 
Andover in a disadvantageous situa- 
tion. 

The School Committee met 
Wednesday night after the Townsman 
press time, People expected the com- 
mittee to discuss funding, both state 
aid and local tax receipts, and their 
impact on the school system. 

“The general consensus is that we go 
ahead with the school year as planned 
and be very austere when it comes to 
hiring new school positions,” Andres 
Salazar, committee chairman, said 
Tuesday as he anticipated committee 
non-action.

said Tuesday he would advise the 
School Committee “to be very cautious 
and prudently cap off hiring of school 
personnel,” 


He said the financial picture at both 
the state and local level could change in 
favor of the town and schools. Mr, 
Stapezynski said town and school offi- 
cials have to wait to see how local tax 
revenues will offset decreased state 
aid, 

The town collects approximately $37 
million in property taxes. Last year col- 
lection was close to 97 or 98 percent. 
This year’s collection is down to about 
95 percent, Those uncollected taxes 
compute to more than $1 million owed 
to the town. State mailing of auto 
excise tax bills was delayed, resulting 
in a reduction of payments to cities and 
towns. Collection of these two. tax cate- 
“gories could recoup a ‘major’ nm of 


the state aid deficit, said Mr. Salazar. 

“There may be a shortfall of cash 
that will eventually be collected. It's 
still hard to tell what the final numbers 
are that we will be working with,” said 
the School Committee chairman. 


Mr, Stapezynski reported the latest 
state aid figure for cities and towns to 
the Board of Selectmen Monday night. 
He said payment is expected to be off 
by 4.8 percent compared to last year. 
The town anticipated level funding to 
match last year's figures, A reduction 
of 4.8 percent could mean a $300,000- 
plus shortfall for Andover, 

School programs not affected by a 
possible 4.8 percent cut include:

* Horace Mann incentive grants for 
teachers’ creative learning programs;

charges by the state to communities in 
the Commonwealth is up 7.3 percent 
from last year. Andover expects to owe 
the state approximately $150,000 in 
these assessments and charges. 

The charges include:

+ $83,000 in retired municipal teach- 
ers' benefits, up 32 percent; 

* $44,000 in assessments for trans- 
portation services such as the Weebus 
for the elderly, up 63 percent.
